Term of Existence. 


New York, March 14.—Directors of 
the United States Express company 
voted unanimously to liquidate its af­ 
fairs and dissolve it in the shortest 
possible time. 
The 
resolution 
under which 
this 
action was recommended 
follows: 
“Resolved, 
That 
pursuant to 
the 
power and authority conferred upon 
the board of directors of the United 
State* Express company by its arti 
d e s of association, the board unani­ 
mously declares that it is for the best 
interests of the company that the 
company be dissolved as soon as may 
be, without awaiting the expiration of 
Its term of existence; and that its 
business and affairs be settled up and 
finally adjusted as promptly as may 
be done. 
“The president is directed to inform 
the shareholders of the company of 
said action of the board.” 


Committee on Liquidation. 


A committee on liquidation, which 
embraces the representatives of the 
leading interests in the company, in 
eluding Charles A. Peabody, president 
of the Mutual Life Insurance company 
and the chief financial adviser of the 
Harriman estate; 
William A. Read, 
former Senator W. Murray Crane of 
Massachusetts, and Haley Fiske, vice 
president of the Metropolitan Life In 
suranee company, was appointed to 
undertake the work of dissolution. 
The precise means to be adopted 
for realizing on the company’s as 
sets 
were not disclosed, 
but it 
is 
thought likely a syndicate will 
be 
formed to take them over so that 
they will be disposed of to the bes* 
advantage. 
There have been various estimates 
of the company's assets, but persons 
familiar with their value declare that 
the return to the shareholders will be 
between $90 and $100 a share. 
There 
is considerable real estate of value, as 
well as costly equipment and out­ 
standing 
contracts 
with 
railroads, 
which it is expected will be transfer­ 
red to other express companies at a 
‘lair profit. 


Stock Took Sudden Rise. 


The step taken by the directors was 
foreshadowed a few weeks ago when 
the stock, which had sold down to 38 
last December, suddenly rose on very 
large dealings from 65 to 84, its price 
of last Wednesday, and Wall street 
was soon of the opinion, despite ofli- 
< ial denials, that disintegration was 
under way. 
The success of the parcel post and 
the recent order of the interstate com­ 
merce commission, resulting in a 16 
per cent reduction in express charges, 
are held directly responsible for the 
com pany’s retirem ent from business, 
after sixty years of continuous opera­ 
tion over some of the leading rail­ 
roads of the country. 
Earnings of the company for the 
five months of the fiscal year so far 
reported showed steady declines, with 
a 
deficit of $32,000 for November. 
Holiday business was fairly large, but 
earnings continued to dwindle until 
some of the more influential interests 
became outspoken for liquidation. 
The late Thomas C. Platt and his 
family were for years the dominant 
interests In the United States Ex­ 
press.

Charles Andrew Willard of the United 
States district court died at his home 
here. 
He had been 111 five weeks 
Re 
cently he suffered a general break­ 
down in health and a complication 
of diseases resulted in hlsSdeath. 
Judge 
Willard 
was 
born 
in 
St 
Johnsbury, Vt., May I, 1857. 
He grad 
uated from Dartmouth in 1877 and 
two years later gained his degree in 
law at the Boston law school. 
Re­ 
turning to his birthplace he practiced 
r law for three years 
He came West from St Johnsbury 
and leg ated in St Paul, where he prac­ 
ticed law until 1885. He then moved 
to Minneapolis and again entered the 
general practice of law, remaining an 
active member of the legal profession 
in Minneapolis until 1901. 
He was appointed an associate Jus­ 
tice in the supreme court of the Phil 
ippines in 1901 and immediately en­ 
tered his duties there. 
After three 
years he resigned and returned to 
Minneapolis to re-enter law practice 
One year later he again was called to 
the Philippines and served four years 
as associate Justice of the supreme 
court. 
Judge Willard resigned that position 
to accept the appointment of United 
States district Judge of Minnesota 
which office he had held since July 2. 
1909. 
While in the Philippines Judge 
Willard learned Spanish and rewrote 
part of the Spanish judicial code then 
in effect there. 
He was a delegate 
from the Philippines to the Republic­ 
an national convention in 1904. 
Judge Willard lectured at the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota on the law of 
bailments from 1887 to 1901. 
He was 
frequently called to sit in the United 
States circuit court of appeals with 
Judge W alter Sanborn of St. Paul and 
other well known judges. 
He married Miss Charlotte H ast­ 
ings. daughter of Albert Hastings of 
Minneapolis, in 1901. 
Albert Hastings 
is now in the Philippines and is the 
sole remaining American member of 
the municipal commission of Manila 
The survivors of Judge Willard are 
his widow, two sons, Josiah. eleven 
years old. and Paul Hastings, nine 
years old, and 
William J. Willard, 
brother, of Sommerville, Mass

He may have ringing in the ear, or 
cracking and snapping sounds in the 
ear, or a feeling of pressure in the 
ear, but he is not aware that he la 
losing his hearing.
